The latest report from the office of 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter regarding 
crime activity in Santa Barbara County 
is being pointed to in some North County 
quarters as “another reason for the need 
to split the county.” 
While the Sheriff’s Department 
reports have been routinely looked at 
and merely filed in other years by the 
Board of Supervisors, such wasn’t the 
case Monday. 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, who last year instigated a move­ 
ment for setting up a new county in the 
northern sector, pointed to the Sheriff’s 
Department crime compilation figures 
for the first three quarters of 1975, and 
said to him they represented a

The parole of Watergate casualty 
Dwight Chapin, now serving time at the 
Federal Correction Institution — Lom­ 
poc, is being considered by the parole 
board, FCI Warden Gerald Farkas said 
this morning. 
Farkas said the federal parole board is 
at FCI this week and will be considering 
Chapin’s application. The board’s deci­ 
sion will be known in about 15 days. 
Chapin, Richard Nixon’s former ap­ 
pointments secretary, received a new 
parole date of Feb. 10 recently when his 
10-to-30-month sentence was reduced to 
6-to-18 months. 
If Chapin is not paroled, his expected 
release date will be Sept. 10 of this year, 
provided his conduct is satisfactory, 
remarked Farkas. 
The FQ inmate was committed on 
Aug. 11 of last year and is assigned to the 
camp area. 


Lompoc Planning Commission Monday 
officially welcomed new community 
development director Jack Lam, granted 
a home use permit to J.S. Hansen and 
then adjourned.

been committed in the South Coastal 
area in the nine-month period covered by 
the report. He said it was even higher 
when certain types of serious crimes 
were considered. 
Ironically, it appeared that the highest 
crime rates showed up in at least two 
specific areas of high urban density 
along the South Coast represented by the 
two supervisors favoring limited growth, 
Frank J. Frost and James M. Slater. 
These included the university com­ 
munity of Isla Vista, with more than 
12,000 persons packed in a small area and 
reputedly having as high a density count 
as some areas in Tokyo, and the small 
town of Summerland, originally a 
religious-oriented community, but now 
having upwards to 1,000 persons within a 
small area. 
Sheriff’s Department criminal analyst 
Richard Fuller told the supervisors that 
the crime statistics were deemed of im­ 
portance because they indicated where 
the department could best concentrate 
its efforts. 
Supervisor Slater said he felt the 
statistics needed examination and ex­ 
planation, particularly where Isla Vista 
was concerned. He said it was possible 
that many incidents involving stolen 
bikes could wind up as portending 
serious burglary cases, for one thing. 
Fuller conceded that the Isla Vista 
crime problem could be at least traced in 
part to “population density.” He said 
statistics showed Isla Vista has “over 20 
per cent of the crime while only 12 per 
cent of the South Coast population.”

Legislative 
malpractice 
accord fails 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Key 
legislative leaders Monday failed to 
agree on a proposal aimed at solving 
California's medical m alpractice 
problem by creating a state-operated in­ 
surance program and a medical peace 
corps. 
The disagreement, according to 
sources, centered on whether the state 
would become financially liable if it set 
up an insurance fund to provide doctors 
with malpractice insurance at a “sensi­ 
ble cost.” 
Doctors in Southern California have 
staged a work slowdown to protest the 
skyrocketing cost of their insurance. 
Doctors face premium increases of up to 
327 per cent. 


Doctors get 15 


days to pay new 
malpractice rates 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The company 
that provides malpractice insurance for 
Southern California physicians has given 
them 15 days to pay higher premiums — 
and obligate themselves to pay even 
more later — or have their policies 
canceled, an ultimatum that could 
aggravate an already critical doctors’ 
strike. 
The strike went into its 13th day today, 
with more physicians joining in, 24,000 
hospital workers laid off or given salary 
cuts and increasing overcrowding in 
public hospitals. 
The strike has cost county hospitals, 
which bear most of the load shifted from 
closed offices and crippled private 
hospitals, $530,000, officials said Mon­ 
day. 
The Travelers Insurance Co. of Hart­ 
ford, Conn., which provides almost all 
malpractice insurance in Southern 
California, set off the strike by more 
than tripling premiums. ТЪе increase 
was originally scheduled to go into effect 
Jan. 1, when the strike began, but the 
controversy delayed immediate action 
by the company. 
The firm said Monday it had mailed 
notices to 9,500 doctors that any physi­ 
cian who fails to pay the higher 
premiums by Jan. 28 “will find his in­ 
surance canceled.” 


Assembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy 
met with four key legislators to discuss a 
proposal by Assemblyman Howard 
Berman, D-Beverly Hills. The four, who 
McCarthy earlier named to study the 
malpractice insurance problem, could 
not agree on the proposal. 
Some of the lawmakers argued at the 
meeting that if the state was not fully 
responsible for all the claims against 
doctors, as specified in the proposal, 
then some injured patients might go 
uncompensated. 
The Berman proposal closely 
resembled an earlier plan advanced by 
the Brown administration which would 
create a state-operated malpractice 
insurance fund guaranteeing doctors an 
average premium cost of $4,000 a year 
for a 10-year period, with small in­ 
flationary increases

It hasn’t been proposed yet, but water 
experts are talking about a $5 million to 
$10 million pipeline from Cachuma to 
Lompoc to protect the underground sup­ 
ply in the threat of greater diversions to 
the South Coast. 
That was hinted by Ed Rodgers Mon­ 
day during a meeting of Lompoc Water 
Commission and confirmed today by 
Charles Lawrance, engineer-manager of 
Santa Barbara County Water Agency. 
Lawrence spoke briefly on the subject 
from his bed at home where he was in 
traction for a back ailment. 
He said the possibility of a 25-mile-long 
pipeline from Cachuma came up in a 
conversation with Stanley C. Hatch, 
legal counsel for the Santa Ynex River 
Water Conservation District. Lawrence 
said Hatch noted that a significant 
amount of the rapidly deteriorating 
quality of the water taken from Lom­ 
poc’s underground basin was caused by 
upstream diversions such as at Cachuma 
for the South Coast. Additional diver­ 
sions as suggested by the South Coast 
would cause further quality as well as 
possibly, supply problems, the two of­ 
ficials agreed. The pipeline, according to 
Lawrence, would be effective along with 
proposals for conjunctive use, and, he 
emphasized, also could function as part 
of the county’s internal distribution 
system for state project water, if and 
when that occurred. 
The revelation by Rodgers came dur­ 
ing a presentation based on his service 
on the county’s advisory water commit­ 
tee. Actually most of the commission’s 
three-hour meeting was devoted to an in- 
depth discussion of proposals for a water 
reclamation dam on Salsipuedes Creek, 
southeast of Lompoc. 
There were these highlights: 
- Alan Davidson, Lompoc dty at­ 
torney, presented a priority flow chart 
showing that the advisory committee 
believed it could complete initial studies 
on Salsipuedes this year down to submis­ 
sion of a request for a Bureau of 
Reclamation feasbility study on the 
project. However, Lawrence has in­ 
dicated he will have to have*the as­ 
sistance of a consultant if that goal is 
reached. Davidson expressed optimism 
amid mixed emotions when asked if the 
county committee was “cooling its 
h eels” on proceeding with the 
Salsipuedes study. Today Lawrence told 
this reporter the study was still on target 
for this year under phase one of a com­ 
prehensive countywide study of water 
supply and demand. 
He said the work would proceed along 
with studies on conjunctive use, weather 
modification and wastewater reclama- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President

UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (UPI) - 
The Palestine Liberation Organization 
joins today’s U.N. Security Council 
debate on the Middle East with all 
privileges except the right to vote 
despite strenuous U.S. objections. 


The United States was the only Council 
member to vote Monday night against 
seating the PLO for its first active par­ 
ticipation in a Council debate. The vote 
was 11-1, with Britain, France and Italy 
abstaining. 


PLO foreign policy adviser Farouk 
Kaddoumi took the floor immediately 
after the vote and told the Council the 
PLO wanted “peace for us and for the 
Jews in Palestine.” 
“We struggle for legitimacy and peace 


tion. Actually, a five-member special 
committee which was named recently 
will meet Thursday in Santa Barbara to 
decide exactly what the full advisory 
committee wants a water consultant to 
study. Rodgers has suggested the study 
based on Lawrence’s original' proposal 
might cost as much as a half million 
dollars. Others have pegged the cost 
lower. 
Results of the special committee ef­ 
fort which will include participation bv 
Virgil Phelps, representative of the 
City of Lompoc, and Hatch, represen­ 
tative of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, will be presented 
to a full committee meeting in Solvang 
on Jan. 28. 
Davidson told the city commission that 
the latest cost estimates for Salsipuedes 
were pegged at about $32 million, not 
counting perhaps a million or two more 
for an environmental impact statement. 
That cost would push the project with its 
estimated annual safe yield of about 
5,000 acre feet of water, perilously close 
to the point of being economically un­ 
feasible. That fact was duly noted last 
night. 
Davidson meanwhile is preparing to 
refile an application with the state water 
resources board to correct the location 
of the proposed Salsipuedes dam in the 
light of Bureau of Reclamation data he 
uncovered in Sacramento recently and 
has drawn up a list of entities, both ex­ 
isting and nonexisting, but possible, that 
could be pressed into service to handle 
funding and administration of any 
Salsipuedes water reclamation project. 
— The commission voted to ask the 
city council to press the United States 
Geologic Survey (USGS) to unfreeze its 
recently completed salt balance study 
and get copies circulated. It was 
believed that a bureaucratic stall was 
holding up the publication as suggested 
by this reporter recently. 
— The commission also accepted the 
resignation of Ed Diaz; formally noted a 
report showing the water department 
came through the first six months of the 
fiscal year with about $133,000 income 
over expenses, but the figures do not 
reflect any consideration of depreciation 
or of capital outlay programs; decided to 
delay acting on commissioner Joe Mix- 
sell’s motion to nominate Rodgers to fill 
the position vacated by Diaz, pending 
consultation with the city council. 
Davidson noted that the council might 
hestitate to name Rodgers at this time 
because he is a candidate for a seat on 
the council. However, the commission’s 
next regular meeting will come after the 
March 2 councilmanic, a fact that might 
indicate 
the council might prefer to 
delay the appointment until then.

Most recently I have lived in 
Santa Paula which calls itself 
“The Citrus Capital of the 
World” because there is more 
acreage of lemons and oranges 
there than in any other single 
spot in the world. (Considering 
some lemon acreage I have 
seen planted along Highway 99 
in Kern County in the last year 
or so, they may have to re­ 
evaluate their slogan soon, but 
no matter.) 
When I was growing up in 
Oklahoma. I lived not too far 
from Tulsa, which called itself 
the “Oil Capital of the World.”

Daily 
record 


The City of Lompoc is asking 
residents to give particular at­ 
tention to one section of their 
federal income tax return 
which is of importance to the 
financial well being of the city. 
On Form 1040 and 1040A, 
there is a block of information 
requested by the Census Bureau 
asking for the name of the city, 
town, village, etc. where the 
taxpayer lives, whether the 
resident lives within the legal 
limits of the community, the 
name of the county and state 
and the name of the township. 


The form is reproduced at the 
bottom of this article. 


The information requested 
will be used by the U.S. Bureau 
of the Census to prepare 1978 
population and 1975 per capita 
income estimates for general 
revenue sharing purposes. 


Both of these figures are 
directly involved in the com­ 
putation of Lompoc’s allocation 
in the revenue sharing program 
and so it is important that this 
section of the tax form, while it 
has no direct relationship to 


the taxpayer’s responsibility to 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
be filled out by each taxpayer, 
said Bob Livingston, assistant 
to the city administrator. 


“ Revenue sharing," said 
Livingston, "provides a signifi­ 
cant portion of the City of Lom­ 
poc’s general fund revenues. 
Correct reporting will insure 
that the city will receive its full 
share of revenue sharing funds 
from the federal government.’’ 


Livingston observed that 
Lompoc taxpayers should 


overlook Block D in the infor­ 
mation series, which asks for 
the name of the township. The 
section does not apply to 
California, which does not 
operate on the tow nship 
system. 
“Those in the Lompoc area 
with questions as to whether 
they live inside or outside the 
city limits, or anyone needing 
other information to complete 
the tax form section may call 
Lompoc City Hall, 736-1261, ex­ 
tension 239. for assistance,’’ 
said Livingston.

Supervisors tighten smog 


rule on odorous sulfides 


By DICK PRAUL 
The Board of Supervisors 
voted 3-2 Monday to tighten up 
County Air Pollution Control 
District rules governing dis­ 
charge of odorous organic sul­ 
fides into the atmosphere. 
Approved was an amendment 
now banning discharge “at any 
point beyond the property line” 
of such pollutants in excess of 
amounts showing concentration 
of .06 parts per million for 
average time of three minutes 
or .03 ppm for one hour. 
Oil industry representatives 
sought modification to have 
such concentrations banned 
only “where people live” or 
where there was a “concentra­ 
tion of people.” 
But Air Pollution Control 
Director John English said- 
point of origin was needed and 
monitoring could be done on a 
continuous basis in a problem 
area. 
ITie approved amended rule 
now states: 
“ A person shall not dis­ 
charge into the atmosphere 
from any single source or any 
number of sources within one 
contiguous property, hydrogen 
sulfide or organic sulfides, or a 
combination thereof which 
results in ground level con­ 
centrations at any point or 
beyond the property line in ex­ 
cess of amounts shown.” 
English said there had been 


complaints from homeowners 
in several county areas — in­ 
cluding Lake Marie Estates 
near Santa Maria — since 1970, 
and the amendment would help 
to pinpoint the source of recurr­ 
ing odors which assertedly have 
nauseated persons and resulted 
in other ills. 
Petroleum Administrator 
Joseph Green declared “we 
have a pretty good idea of the 
source” of the Lake Marie 
Estates odor problem, “but we 
don’t have the right to monitor 
at the source under the present 
petroleum ordinance.” 
Green said he now has 
worked up a draft of proposed 
ordinance amendment aimed at 
controlling emissions affecting 
residential areas but hasn’t 
edited it yet. This amendment 
had originally been proposed by 
Board Chairman Frank J. 
Frost. Green felt that if it was 
contended marginal detrimen­ 
tal 
op eration s 
co u ld n ’t 
economically be changed, they 
should be “shut down.” 
Supervisors Frost, Robert E. 
Kailman and James M. Slater 
voted for the ordinance change 
tightening the regulations un­ 
der Rule 19.1 (odorous organic 
sulfides) with Supervisors 
Harrell Fletcher and Francis 
H. Beattie opposed. 
The board continued to Jan. 
26 proposals for two more dis­ 
trict rules amendments which 


proved to be controversial. The 
continuances were granted to 
allow Green to present the 
proposed petroleum ordinance 
amendment. 
The proposed two additional 
tighter district rules on which 
decision was postponed two 
weeks involved storage of 
petroleum and petroleum 
products and storage of 
petroleum production fluids. 
Manfred Sander, Santa Maria 
Valley rancher, told the board 
there was need for correcting 
oil industry abuses, and the 
board clerk cited the receipt of 
numerous letters from north 
county homeowners asking for 
relief. 
Industry 
representatives 
cited the fact there were 
numerous marginal operations 
which were isolated and would 
have to be shut down on the 
basis of tighter regulations.

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At least five killed 
in new Ulster bombing 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) - A bomb exploded 
without warning in a crowded 
downtown shopping area today 
and police said at least four 
persons were killed and 20 in­ 
jured. one seriously 
Rescue workers dug in the 
rubble for posible additional 
victims 
A police spokesman said one 
body was hurled through a roof 
and fell into a car in a nearby 
parking lot. One of the injured 
was a six-year-old girl. 
The blast caused extensive 
damage to all of the two dozen 
stores in the area 
The blast in the heart of 
Belfast's downtown security 
zone came as rival Protestant 
and Catholic leaders denounced 
Britain's latest attempt to 
defuse Northern Ireland’s 
growing sectarian crisis. 


Police said the bomb explod­ 
ed in a shop on a comer of the 
security precinct, near a group 
of British soldiers who were 
searching bags and parcels of 
shoppers entering the security 
zone 
At least five persons were 
carried out on stretchers. The 
victims included at least one 
child who sustained a badly cut 
face 
It was the first no-warning 
bomb to explode in the sealed- 
off city center since December. 
1973. when a car bomb blamed 
on the Provisional Wing of the 
outlawed Irish Republican 
Army killed several persons 


Rival Catholic and Protestant 
politicians, meanwhile, all but 
ruled out acceptance of a 
British plan for a coalition 
government for the embattled 
province. 


Merlvn Rees. Northern Ire­ 
land's British administrator, 
ordered the 78-member North­ 
ern Ireland convention to spend 
another month debating estab­ 
lishment of such a power- 
she ring administration 
But Protestant politicians 
claimed four more weeks of dis­ 
cussion would be fruitless since 
six months of talks already 
have failed. 
The convention first met last 
May with orders to draw up a 
new constitution dividing power 
between Protestants and 
Roman Catholics. 
The 
Protestant-dominated 
group rejected the British plan 
in October and called for a 
return to majority rule in a 
Belfast-based parliament. Irish 
Republicans claim such a move 
would virtually eliminate 
Roman Catholic influence in 
the province. 


Moslem, Palestinian gunmen 
attack Christians near Beirut 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
Moslem and Palestinian gun­ 
men attacked Christian villages 
north and south of Beirut today 
in civil warfare that spread 
across Lebanon. In the capital, 
fighting raged into its seventh 
day. 


Police said about 50 persons 
were killed and 100 wounded 
during the past 48 hours, raising 
the estimated toll for nine 
months of civil war to more 
than 8.400 dead and 17,860 
wounded. 


Fierce rocket, mortar and 
machine gun battles that raged 
across Beirut spread north to 
Tripoli again and south to 


villages near the Sidon port 
overnight when Palestinian 
guerrillas and Moslem leftist 
militiamen attacked Christian 
areas in retaliation for an 11- 
day food blockade against three 
Palestinian camps. 


Fierce fighting between Mos­ 
lem Tripoli and Christian 
Zghorta. 50 miles north of 
Beirut, was reported overnight 
but communications with the 
mountain area were cut in the 
early morning and no details 
were immediately available. 


Moslems raided and overran 
the Christian village of Mesh ref 
in South Lebanon and heavy 
fighting was reported raging 


around five other villages north 
and south of Beirut, police said. 
Fighting also continued in the 
eastern suburbs of the capital 
where about 10,000 residents of 
the Tal Zaatar and Jisr A1 
Pasha refugee camps have been 
cut off from fresh supplies of 
food for 11 days. Attempts first 
by the Palestinians and then by 
the army to escort food trucks 
through Christian lines to the 
encircled camps have failed. 
Gunmen call the road to the 
embattled Tal Zaatar camp the 
"Da Nang Trail" and the roll­ 
ing fields around it the 
"Mekong Delta." But those 
who have been there and come 
back alive know it’s no joke.

Mansfield predicts election year 
congress will do little pioneering 


WASHINGTON (UPI > — Sen­ 
ate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield predicted today the 
election-year second session of 
the 94th Congress will not 
pioneer a "great deal" of new 
legislation He said tax reforms 
might be an exception. 
But he flatly rejected a 
suggestion that congressional 
Democrats might hold back 
legislation until they find out if 
the voters drive the Republi­ 
cans out of the White House. 
Congress returns from a 
month-long recess Monday and 
will begin on bills left from last 
year. 
The opening day will be 
marked by President Ford’s 


State of the Union address. The 
administration will present its 
under-8395 billion, fiscal 1977 
budget Wednesday. 
"I don’t see a great deal in 
the way of new legislation," 
Mansfield said in an interview. 
But Mansfield promised swift 
consideration of any measures 
needed to reform the CIA and 
other intelligence agencies and 
added he hoped for passage of 
reforms spurred by the Water­ 
gate scandals. 
Mansfield said there was a 
"reasonably good" chance Con­ 
gress would push through tax 
reform, although he conceded 
that the election will "make it 
more difficult.” 


But Mansfield said there was 
no chance of passing a national 
health insurance program +his 
year, "although someday we 
have to have it." 
He said the chances of tax 
reform are enhanced by the 
fact the present extension of 
tax cuts expires June 30, which 
probably would lead to some ac­ 
tion in that legislative area. 
"I think we ought to really try 
to bring about reform that 
would make taxes more equita­ 
ble ami not just talk about it," 
Mansfield said. 
Mansfield said he was glad 
Congress and Ford had reached 
an agreement on the massive 
energy bill. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
said today it will send a special 
notice to the nation’s doctors to 
counteract an "irresponsible" 
letter from a drug company 
concerning a medicine linked to 
cancer of the uterus 
At issue is a letter which 
Ayerst Laboratories sent late 
last year c o n c e r n i n g 
"Premarin," one of a number 
of estrogen replacement drugs 
which FDA advisers have 
recommended be subject to 
new health warnings. 
Such drugs are taken by an 
estimated 22 million American 
women to relieve menopausal 
ind post-menopausal symp­ 
toms. 
Last Friday, Ralph Nader’s 
Health Research Group said the 


letter was misleading because 
it attempted to dismiss con­ 
cerns about the possible cancer 
link, even though the FDA was 
considering ordering stronger 
warnings. 
The FDA said today it has in­ 
formed Ayerst "that parts of its 
letter can be interpreted to 
minimize the risk of the as­ 
sociation between estrogens 
and cancer of the uterus, and 
the letter therefore is irrespon­ 
sible." 
As a result, the agency said it 
will send out a "drug bulletin" 
to every doctor, pharmacist 
and other health professional in 
the country to "emphasize the 
newly reported increased risk 
of cancer of the uterus as­ 
sociated with prolonged use the 
estrogen products.” 


The agency last Friday said it 
is drafting new labeling for all 
estrogen products to empha­ 
size the cancer concern. 


A FDA advisory committee 
on Dec. 16 issued a report say­ 
ing there appears to be a need 
for continued use of estrogens 
for menopausal and post­ 
menopausal therapy, but the 
makers of such drugs should be 
ordered to include a printed 
warning in the package citing 
some of the potential dangers. 


The advisers also suggested 
that a lower dosage of the pills 
be emphasized and that they be 
administered on a stop-and- 
start basis rather than in a con­ 
tinual manner, to see if the user 
can cut down or totally 
eliminate them. 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Bomb 
squad detectives today located 
and disarmed a pipe bomb 
planted near the Iraqi Mission 
to the United Nations — the 
fourth bomb found just hours 
before the Palestine Liberation 
Organization was to join a 
Security Council debate on the

Censorship 
imposed in 
Ecuador 


QUITO, Ecuador (UPI) - 
Ecuador’s two-day old military 
junta imposed strict censorship 
on foreign and local press today 
and moved to quash local op­ 
position against continued 
military rule of this South 
American oil nation. 
The junta, which deposed 
President Guillermo Rodriguez 
Lara in a mannerly coup early 
Sunday, issued an order Mon­ 
day night prohibiting all news 
media from reporting anything 
detrimental to the "established 
order" or the "honor and 
dignity" of the individual junta 
members. 
The order cited the state of 
martial law declared immedi­ 
ately after Lara’s overthrow as 
the reason. 
Foreign 
rep orters in 
Ecuador, including the United 
Press International correspon­ 
dent, had their dispatches 
rejected by the government 
telex office Monday night. 


All Ecuadorian newspapers 
and radio stations complied 
strictly with the order, printing 
no controversial news in 
today’s editions.

Police said the bombs were 
found less than 100 yards from 
the UN Security Council 
chamber where members of the 
PLO were seated for the first 
time in a debate on the Middle 
East The bombs were attached 
to a timing device set to go off a 
half hour before the diplomats’ 
debate began, police said 
The bombs were found at 
11:30 a.m. by an electrician 
checking a subway mainte­ 
nance entrance outside the 
UN compound, beneath a 
ramp leading, to the Dag 
Hammarskjöld Memorial 
Library 
Hie electrician told police he 
spotted the bombs protruding 
from a paper bag. They were 
stuffed in an airline-type tote 
bag placed behind a pillar. 
Police said the Bomb Squad 
dismantled the package and the 
red wire-mesh bomb truck 
brought the devices to the 
police firing range for further 
study. 
A spokesman for the Bomb 
Squad said authorities were un­ 
certain of the power of the 
bombs.

Court rules in firearms case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hie 
Supreme Court ruled 6 to 2 to­ 
day that a felon may be con­ 
victed of receiving a weapon 
transported across state lines 
even though he simply buys it in 
a local hardware store. 


The majority opinion by 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun 
rejected the argument that the 
1968 Gun Control Act applies 
only to businesses such as mail 


order nouses and not to in­ 
dividuals. 
Congress, he said, was trying 
to keep firearms away from 
persons c la ssifie d “ as 
potentially irresponsible and 
dangerous." 
The case was brought to the 
high court by Pearl Barrett, 
convicted in 1967 in a Kentucky 
state court for breaking into a 
house. After his release he 
bought a revolver from a 


Getty Oil Co. fined 
for part in boycott 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Get­ 
ty Oil Co. was fined $1,000 for 
failing to report its participa­ 
tion in the Arab boycott against 
Israel, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment said today. 
Commerce said Getty ship­ 
ped oil field equipment to 
Kuwait after certifying that the 
goods neither came from Israel 
or contained materials that 
originated in Israel. 
Commerce said Getty export­ 
ed the oil field equipment to 
Kuwait after signing a docu­ 
ment stating, "We certify that 
the goods listed are not of 
Israeli origin nor do they con­ 
tain any Israeli materials." 
Getty did not contest the 
allegations in consenting to the 
order and fine by the Com­ 
merce Department’s Export 
Administration Office. 
Getty, based in Los Angeles, 
is the fifth company to be fined 
the maximum civil penalty of 


*l,Uu0 for failure to report a 
request from an Arab country 
to participate in the boycott. 
A Commerce spokesman said 
fines are imposed only after a 
company has been a repeated 
violator of the reporting 
requirement. But Commerce 
hearing examiner Burt Fried­ 
man said he had "only one 
charge before me." 
Getty on at least two occa­ 
sions failed to report boycott 
requests, but the two known 
errors came in the same 
quarter, the department said. 
Because of this, Commerce of­ 
ficials considered the viola­ 
tions to be a single abuse rather 
than a multiple error. 
The Commerce Department 
requires U.S. companies to 
report any attempt by a nation 
to boycott another. The regula­ 
tion was not written specifical­ 
ly for the Arab boycott of 
Israel, but it has been most 
widely enforced in this context. 


Western Auto Store in Boonevil- 
le, Ky. 
Within an hour of the 
purchase he was arrested for 
drunken driving and the fully 
loaded gun was found on the 
floorboard of the car. 
He was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to three years in prison 
under the 1968 act, which makes 
it unlawful for a felon “to 
receive any firearm or am­ 
munition which has been ship­ 
ped or transported in interstate 
or foreign commerce.” 
The gun was manufactured in 
Massachusetts and reached 
Kentucky through a North 
Carolina dealer. Blackmun said 
even though Barrett had 
nothing to do with these ship­ 
ments, he is still subject to the 
law. 
Justices Potter Stewart and 
William H. Rehnquist dissented 
on the ground that when 
Congress passed the law it had 
in mind a narrow Supreme 
Court interpretation of an 
earlier statute. 
The case was argued before 
the court prior to the installa­ 
tion of new Justice John Paul 
Stevens, and he did not take 
part in the decision. 


PARIS (UPI) - The extreme 
left-wing newspaper Liberation 
today published the names of 32 
persons it claims are CIA 
agents operating out of the U.S. 
Embassy. 
In many cases, the newspa­ 
per printed the addresses, post 
office boxes or telephone 
numbers of the alleged spies. 
The embassy refused to com­ 
ment on the report. 
The paper said the list was 
compiled after a long investiga­ 
tion by Liberation reporters 
helped by Americans "disgust­ 
ed by clandestine intervention 
of their government throughout 
the world." 
Liberation said it was coope­ 
rating with the American 
magazine Counterspy, which 
last year published the names 
of alleged CIA bureau chiefs 
throughout the world. 
"We don’t wish anyone to 
meet death,” Liberation said in 
reference to the slaying last 
month of Richard Welch, the 
CIA station chief in Athens. 
Welch was shot to death by 
three gunmen after Counterspy 
and an Athens newspaper 
named him as a CIA chief. 
Calls to the telephone num­ 
bers listed in the paper turned 
up either no answer or a busy 
signal. Some of the telephones 
were disconnected. 
One of the top men on the list 
was described as a specialist in 


anti-Soviet KGB police activi­ 
ties who previously worked in 
Chile. 
The paper, which has a runn­ 
ing feud with the largely pro- 
Moscow French Communist 
Party, challenged the alleged 
station chief — described as an 
Ivy League graduate — to 
publish the names of KGB 
agents in France. 
Liberation said it would 
publish the Soviet names and 
claimed CIA and KGB agents 
knew each other well and that 
the first act of a CIA station 
chief in Moscow was to tip off 
Soviet authorities about his 
arrival.

LOS ANGELES (UPD -The 
Southern California Gas Co. and 
Atlantic Richfield have ter­ 
minated a controversial con­ 
tract for Alaskan natural gas. 
The action means the gas 
company's customers no longer 
have a guarantee of future sup­ 
plies of Alaskan natural gas, 
but don’t have to pay $600 
million for the assurance 
either. 
About $1 million already paid 
though a surcharge will be 
refunded to customers, a gas 
company spokesman said, with 
the average residential 


consumer getting about 17Mi 
cents. 
Pacific Lighting, holding 
company for Southern Cali­ 
fornia Gas Co., had contracted 
for exclusive negotiating rights 
to 60 per cent of ARCO's north 
slope Alaskan gas. In return, 
the gas company in effect 
agreed to loan ARCO 9420 
million to pay for developing 
the gas find, financed by a sur­ 
charge on gas bills that would 
have cost the average residen­ 
tial user about $2.50 a month. 
The gas would have reached 
Southern California consumers 


in the 1980s. providing about 20 
per cent of the area’s needs 
Monday’s agreement puts the 
gas back on the market. ARCO 
President Barton F. Bradshaw 
said MOur intention was to 
make this gas available to 
Southern California consumers. 
When it comes time to commit 
the gas, ARCO will of course 
give California fair considera­ 
tion.”

United Press International 
Subzero cold froze the snow­ 
bound Northeast early today 
but a blustery winter storm that 
left New England under an 
ever-thickening layer of snow 
swept off into the Atlantic.

The storm was backed by 
cold temperatures and a 
lashing wind.

EST to­ 
day the mercury slid to 30 
below zero at Houlton, Maine. 
Twelve inches of snow were 
reported in Springfield, Vt., and 
Boston had more than nine in­ 
ches. 
Most schools across New 
England were closed Monday 
as the storm ran its course. 
Highway clearing crews, vet­ 
erans of December storms 
which caught them by surprise, 
worked throughout Sunday 
night and the early morning 
hours Monday and had major 
arteries in good shape in time 
for Monday morning com­ 
muters. Still, traffic moved sl­ 
owly. 
Much of upstate New York 
also was hard hit. Scores of 
schools and colleges were 
closed in a wide area of upstate 
New York Monday as up to 
eight inches of fresh snow 
clogged roads. 
In New York City, normal 
parking regulations were sus­ 
pended because of slush- 
covered streets. 
But the storm did provide an 
opportunity for the un­ 
employed. 
Boston’s Mas­ 
sachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority offered |3 per hour 
for persons to shovel snow from 
its transit routes.

Dozen rookies add excitement 
Now folks believe in the Cowboys 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
MIAMI. Fla. - (NEA) - Most of the 
excitement and anticipation of Super 
Bowl X. the delicious savoring of a 
national happening, derives from those 
precocious toddlers of destiny, the 
Dallas Cowboys. (See. I’ve resisted the 
temptation to call them Destiny’s 
Darlings.) 
They are the first wild card team to 
make it this far. though technically it 
should be noted that the Kansas City 
Chiefs who won Super Bowl IV also 
finished second in what was then the 
American Football League. 
Anyhow, emphasizing the Cowboys in 
this year’s spectacle doesn’t derogate 
the forceful presence of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. It’s just that, for purposes of 
drama, there is really nothing new about 
the defending champs. Let’s concede im­ 
mediately they’re still the strongest 
team in professional football. The only 
suspense they generate is whether 
they’ll be the third team in history to 
achieve consecutive victories in the most 
vainglorious sports spectacle of them all 
(the Green Bay Packers in Super Bowls I 
and II, the Miami Dolphins in VII and 
VIII were the only repeaters). 
However, those Dallas kids, with 12 
rookies raging through their roster, are, 
in the syntax of A1 DeRogatis, Frank Gif­ 
ford and Pat Sum me rail, something else. 
Their remarkable late season surge to 
the Super Bowl outlines special qualities 
in an organization that has had more 
d o wns - a nd- ups t ha n an a i r l i n e 
stewardess. 
Shortly after he had steered them to 
their remarkable 37-7 romp over the Los 
Angeles Rams for the National Football 
Conference title, quarterback Roger 
Staubach was musing about the varying 
makeup of the Cowboys: 
-“When I came here, you had the 
stigma of Dallas not winning the big one. 
Once we won the Super Bowl (VI), that 
was removed. But now it’s altogether a 
different team. It’s young - there are 
only 12 players left from that Super Bowl 
squad ( the number is actually 13). 
“ It’s a hungry team. And Coach Tom 
Landry has been caught up in the emo­ 
tion of that young team ." 
The Cowboys are made up of diverse 
elements. They are 33-year-old middle 
linebacker Lee Roy Jordan, their most 
valuable player by vote of his peers in his 
13th season of play. And they are Burton 
Lawless, a 22-year-old rookie starting 
guard — to make room for him the Cow­ 
boys peddled perennial all-pro John 
Niland. , 
They are Jean Fugett, a voluble tight 
end out of little Amherst, drafted in the 
13th round in 1972. “ We had a lot to 
prove,” he says. “We ain’t got no all­ 
stars, no Pro Bowlers. We had the No. 1 
offense in the league and no starter in the 
Pro Bowl. We felt so isolated this year. 
There was 43 of us, that’s all, the only 
ones who believed. Not even the people 
in Dallas believed in us.’’ 
And they are Preston Pearson, the 
only regular not bred by the Cowboys’ 
scouting system. He was put on waivers 
by the Pittsburgh Steelers after the last 
exhibition game. That same weekend, 
Bob Anderson, picked up from Denver to 
shore up the Dallas backfield, ran a 
sweep and his knee snapped without 
anybody hitting him. Gil Brandt, the 
Dallas superscout, called Pearson, who 
had never played college football, who 
had signed ori gi nal l y with the 
Baltimore Colts because they gave him a 
$1,000 bonus. “Get to the airport," said 
Brandt, “but don’t get on the plane till 
you clear waivers." He cleared and 
within a couple of weeks was sharing a 
running back spot with Doug Dennison of 
Kutztown State. 
Pearson scored three touchdowns 
against the Rams and Staubach said, 
“Preston has been the key to our offense. 
He’s got a good influence on everybody 
as a person.” 


The Cowboys are most of all the end 
product of Thomas Wade Landry, the 
most remarkable coaching brain in 
modern football, the inventor of the 4-3 
defense, the system of keys, the multiple 
offense sets. This year he revived the 
“ shotgun“ as a passing formation. “We 
lost Calvin Hill and Walt Garrison from 
our backfield.” noted Staubach, who 
rides “ shotgun” as the passer, "and that 
changed our personality. It’s opened up 
our offense."

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The sale of 
the San Francisco Giants to a Toronto 
group has been temporarily blocked by a 
court order issued when the city filed a 
law suit accusing the baseball team of 
breach of contract. 
Presiding Superior Court Judge Robert 
Drewes issued the order Monday and 
sheduled a hearing Jan. 19 to determine 
if a preliminary injunction should be is­ 
sued to halt the sale of the club. 
The 11-page suit filed by City Attorney 
Thomas O’Connor says San Francisco, 
as landlord of Candlestick Park, has a 
contract calling for the team to play 
every home game at the stadium until 
the end of the 1995 season. 
The complaint also says the contract 
specifically prohibits the transfer of the 
franchise to another city without San 
Francisco’s approval. 
D efendants are Giants president 
Horace Stoneham, the National League 
and the National Exhibition Co. which 
operates the Giants.

Returning to White Sox 
Minoso still popular in Mexico

MIAMI (UPI) — The baby blue Cadillac was parked 
outside the ballpark and looked as if it was pleading for 
a rest. 
The chrome molding on one side was gone. So was 
most of the original paint job, furnishing unmistakeable 
evidence the vehicle had been left out in the sun too 
long. 
The car had Illinois plates on it, two years old, and 
nearly 80,000 miles on the odometer, some of that 
mileage having been recorded over Mexico’s tire- 
punishing back country roads. Where the leather in­ 
terior had once been showroom marshmallow white, it 
was now battleship gray going on first stage black. 
The ballgame wasn’t due to start for two hours but the 
owner of the car already was inside the park, sitting in 
front of a drab concrete cube serving as the home club 
dugout. In full uniform, he was inscribing his team ’s 
name—PUERTO VALLARTA—on every single base­ 
ball while a fascinated five-year-old little boy sat at his 
feet in the dirt and watched him black ink the balls. 
Minnie Minoso wasn’t hurrying at all. He was being 
very deliberate with the lettering. 
“ How come you’re doing that?" I asked him only the 
. other day when I was in Puerto Vallarta. 
Minoso. one of the American League’s most consis­ 
tent hitters with the Chicago White Sox and Cleveland 
Indians two decades ago and now managing the Puerto 
Villarta Dolphins in Mexico’s Northeast Winter Lea­ 


gue, laughed. 
“You know ballplayers," he said. “They get a ball, 
and right away they stick it in their pocket. Same here 
like in the States. This, what I am doing now, helps us 
keep the balls a little longer." 
As a manager in Mexico, Minoso has won pennants 
three years in a row. The players like him and respect 
him. So do the fans. One of them brings him fresh red 
snapper twice a week during every homestand. 
Bom in Cuba 53 years ago, Minoso is in better physical 
shape now than half the players in the majors. He still 
wears the same old number nine he wore on his uniform 


his old ball club, the White Sox, and Bill Veeck took care 
of over the weekend when he brought Minnie up from 
Mexico and introduced him as one of the team ’s new 
coaches under Paul Richards at the Chicago Baseball 
Dinner.

least one case when it is. 
A proposal will come before 
the California Wildlife Conser­ 
vation Board today to authorize 
the ac^iisition of two additional 
surplus Liberty ships from the 
U.S. Maritime Commission and 
sinkii^ them off the S<Mithem 
California Coast for artificial 
reefs. 
The WCB, which acquires and 
develo{xi fish and wildlife con­ 
servation projects, last spring 
authfxrized the staff to obtain 
and sink a Liberty ship in Santa 
Monica Bay as a pilot project. 
The board also allocated 175,000 
to cover costs of towing and 
cleaning the ship and other 
work. 
The staff is negotiating with 
the Maritime Commission to 
obtain a repair ship, the USS 
Palawan, from the commis­ 
sion's mothball fleet in Suisun 
Bay for the pilot project. 
The Department of Fish and 
Game has applied to the 
Maritime Commissi(H) for the 
two additional ships. One would 
be sunk 3Mi miles from Channel 
Islands H arbor. V entura 
County, and one 6 miles from 
Newport H arbor, O range 
County. 
Acquisition and sinking of the 
second and third ships would 
depend on the success of the 
pikit venture and on whether 
the $75,000 allocation would 
cover all corts. 
Also at the meeting, the WCB 
will hear a report on the board’s 
general artificial reef program 
in which 10 offshore ocean and 
Saltón Sea reefs and seven pier 
reefs have been built to im­ 
prove marina habitat and 
promote fishing. 
Nearly four years ago, in an 
effort to expand the program, 
the WCB gave the go-ahead to a 
project to provide additional 
reefs constructed of used tires 
at ocean piers. In the interven­ 
ing years tire reefs have been 
built at piers at Cabrillo Beach, 
Los Alleles Coimty; Imperial 
Beach, San Diego County: Port 
Hueneme, Ventura County, and 
Santa Cruz. 
In February 1974 the board 
broadened the program for 
reefs at offshore sites and to 
provide for the use of other reef 
materials.

Diminishing apathy 


It is announced that tonight 
the Lompoc Unified School 
District Board of Trustees will 
be presented with a petition 
containing approximately 600 
names urging that the board 
strongly consider the utiliza­ 
tion of “windfall” monies to 
bring about a tax reduction. 
Taxpayers well remember 
the $1.96 tax increase imposed 
by the school district this 
year. An informal citizen 
group, responsible for the cir­ 
culation of the petition, states 
that the use of the “windfall” 
monies could bring about a tax 
reduction near the amount of

the increase. 
The school board has 
already met and conferred 
with the teacher organizations 
on the use of the money and a 
plan has been devised. Com­ 
mitted so far is the expen­ 
diture of near $400,000 to 
b o lste r the v o catio n al 
program of the district. Other 
spending plans are in a 
“holding pattern.” Nowhere, 
in the spending plans, is there 
a recommendation to utilize 
any protion of the “windfall” 
for tax reduction. 
For far too long a time, tax­ 
payers have held an apathetic 


attitude toward the business of 
the school district and other 
government entities. School 
district budget sessions where 
such matters as tax increases 
are decided are rarely at­ 
tended by more than a half- 
dozen spectators. 
It is for this reason that we 
hail this action of the informal 
citizens group. When govern­ 
ment actions dip into the 
pocketbook where it really 
hurts, apathy is erased. 
It is sincerely hoped that an 
enlightenment will result if 
the citizens actions are pur­ 
sued. 


Cartography's triangle 


While most of the rest of us are busy 
growing things, nailing things together 
or contemplating the universe, employes 
of the state department of transportation 
(Caltrans) are busy projecting laser 
beams around and putting little dots on 
charts 
It all began five years ago when the 
federal geodetic sur­ 
vey agency asked for 
help in a global mapp­ 
ing effort They’re not 
actually 
making 
maps, but they’re 
developing a tool for 
the process. In a word, 
they’re developing the 
“ netw ork” 
that 
enables map makers 
to tie each specific 
geographic point with 
a point on a map. 
All this heady infor­ 
mation came via Del Ingle, assistant dis­ 
trict survey engineer of Caltrans, and by 
chance. An investigation into two 
“what's it" structures, one at the Wye and 
the other at Four Corners led to Bob 
Horton of Caltrans. and Horton put me in 
touch with Ingle. The story is fascinating 
although it may be a little low key for 
some. 


Underneath those wooden lattice 
structures you may have seen some me­ 
tal plates or “monuments” with a dot in 
the center. That’s a traverse station, ac­ 
cording to Ingle and was located by 
sending a laser beam from a “triangula­ 
tion station," to another geographic 
point. The latter are geographic points 
pinned down by the geodetic survey 
teams. In a word, Caltrans adds their 
traverse points, points which are closer 
together than the geodetic survey's 
triangulation stations. 


Caltrans has established five of the 
traverse points in the immediate Lom­ 
poc area, raising to 11 the number in 
Lompoc Valley exclusive of some es­ 
tablished and used by Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. The five new stations are at 
the Wye, Four Corners, Leege Avenue 
and Highway 246, Surf, and Windy Hill, 
at the eastern juncture of Highways 246 
and 1. 
Visualize a network of stations, some 
by geodetic survey and some by 
Caltrans. Those identifiable points on 
new maps will enable surveyors to plot 
boundaries more accurately and put all 
geographic entities in a positive and ac­ 
curate frame of reference with all other 
geographic points in the world. 


Why is all this necessary? Land shifts, 
according to Ingle, sometimes because 
of earthquakes, sometimes because of 
the extraction of oil or water or minerals 
from the underground, and sometimes 
because of earth shifts caused by other 
factors. A geodetic monument set in the 
ground in about 1927 at Onofre which is 
near Refugio Beach, has shifted as much 
as a foot and a half. Any surveyor using 
that visible station point before it was 
corrected recently will have some errors 
in his work. There have also been severe 
land shifts in the earthquake fault area 
of Hollister and surveyors are finding 
some surface shifts in the Rincon area, 
between Ventura and Santa Barbara. 
Some readers may know that the Rincon 
is just north of the Ventura oil field 
strike in the early years of this century. 
Whether the extraction of so much oil 
was responsible for the shifts of course is 
not certain. 


In short, the points on the globe that 
are necessary to map the earth and to 
keep everything in correct geographic 
relationship have to be updated on a 
regular basis. Ingle expects the current 
effort by his crews out of Division 5 in 
San Luis Obispo will be completed in 
about five years.

Stamp of approval 


Several persons I know have com­ 
mented lately that they feel the postal 
service was highly inconsiderate when it 
raised the price of a first class letter 
recently. 
It isn’t so much the cost of 
a first class stamp, although that can’t 
be overlooked in any evaluation of the 
raise. It is the 13-cent 
figure that is causing 
most of the consterna­ 
tion. 
I have a feeling that 
almost everyone, at 
one time or another, 
has been caught with 
an assortment of st­ 
amps left over from 
advance purchases at 
the time of a rate in­ 
crease. 
When the postage 
went up from eight to 
ten cents, it didn’t bother me a whole lot 
because in the center drawer of my desk 
in the den I had a dozen or so five-cent 
stamps left over from the time the rate 
went up to six cents. 
From the six-cent era, I still have a 
few American Flag stamps around, 
which I sometimes got confused with the 
eight-cent version of a similar stamp. 
When stamps went up from eight to ten 
cents, I really got caught with a bundle 
of the old denomination. I had two rolls 
of 100 stamps on hand, plus a partial roll. 
The solution: buy a couple of sheets of 
two-cent denominations to put with the 
eight-centers and all is well. 
But now the rate has gone from 10 to 13 
cents, and all I have is an assortment of 
two-, six-, eight- and ten-cent stamps. 
There is no way of putting these together 
to make 13 cents! 
I find that I am not the only one in this 
dilemma Check your incoming mail and 
you probably will find that your cor­ 
respondents are in a similar situation. I 
have received mail lately that has had up 
to eight stamps on it — a six-center and 
seven one-centers. 


Even the postal service is recognizing 
the difficulty of coming up with an ap­ 
propriate combination stamps in its 
after-hours vending machines in the post 
office lobbies 
The machine in the Lompoc Post Of­ 
fice now dispenses five one-cent stamps 


for a nickel, two five-cent stamps for a 
dime and two tens and five ones for a 
quarter. 
For a couple of weeks I have been try­ 
ing to speculate on what they would 
come up with in the way of change to ac­ 
commodate the new lucent rate. 
When no word was forthcoming, I 
finally called Bill Ratcliff at the P.O. 
and he gave the answer: 
“There are adequate combinations 
available in the present machines to mail 
a 13-cent letter,” he said, “so there 
won’t be any changes in the current 
stamp vending machines.”

Hoover's file on JFK's sex life 


The answer to the whole situation is, of 
course, to buy up a supply of one-cent 
stamps and fit them to the present com­ 
bination of leftover stamps until they are 
gone. Or else sock all your leftovers 
away for some future combination — 
higher or lower — and get to the post of­ 
fice during the hours the counter is open 
and buy yourself some 13-cent stamps. 
I highly recommend the American 
Eagle stamp bearing the inscription 
“One nation indivisible — E pluribus un- 
um.” It is one of the most colorful 
postage stamps I have ever seen. 
Don’t think of it as paying a high cost 
for postage. Think of it as paying a small 
cost for a miniature work of art. 


WASHINGTON - The sex exploits of 
the late John F. Kennedy should have 
been no concern of the FBI. Yet the old 
bachelor boss of the FBI, J. Edgar 
Hoover, kept an avid watch on Ken­ 
nedy’s bedroom. 
The Kennedy file was probably the hot­ 
test in Hoover’s private archives. Only 
his most trusted as­ 
sociates ever got a 
peek at it. They have 
verified its existence, 
although they disagree 
over what it con­ 
tained 
They concur that the 
FBI stumbled into 
Kennedy's sex life in 
late 1941 when he was 
a handsome, young 
naval lieutenant on 
duty in Charleston, 
S.C. The G-men were 
investigating a woman suspected of 
German espionage. Their hidden 
microphones picked up a brief romance 
between the lady and young Kennedy. 
But it wasn’t until Kennedy became a 
power in Washington that the late FBI 
chief took a personal interest in his 
boudoir conquests. As a bachelor 
Member of Congress, Kennedy played 
the field. He had so many girls on the str­ 
ing that he let his secretary, Evelyn Lin­ 
coln, arrange the more casual dates. 
Kennedy often teamed up with con­ 
gressional colleague, George Smathers, 
on these nighttime romps. Smathers 
recalls that Kennedy, after marrying the 
beautiful Jacqueline, told her during a 
moment of truth about the women in his 
past. 
This later caused a strain on their 
marriage, Smathers told us, when some 
of the women turned up in his future. 
Jacqueline learned that they had been 
seen in his campaign entourage and, 
later, at the White House itself. 
During the 1960 presidential campaign,

a photographer caught Kennedy at a 
romantic rendezvous in the fashionable 
Georgetown section of Washington. Ihe 
Democratic candidate fretted afterward 
that the pictures might be used against 
him in the campaign. 
On the October 13 afternoon of a 
crucial campaign debate with Richard 
Nixon, Kennedy was so tense that a 
friend arranged an interlude with a girl 
to relax him. The candidate took off in 
the middle of a strategy session, explain­ 
ing that he wanted to deliver some 
clothes to the dry cleaner. His friend, 
waiting downstairs in an automobile, 
drove him to New York City’s Plaza 
Hotel for the tryst. 
After Kennedy moved into the White 
House, some of his girl friends followed 
him. They would drop by for nude swims 
and other sports when Jacqueline was 
away. 
Time magazine reports that Jackie 
once discovered a woman’s undergar­ 
ment in the White House bedroom. She is 
supposed to have told the President, 
quite calmly: “Would you please shop 
around and see who these belong to? 
They’re not my size.” 
Those privy to Hoover’s hush-hush 
files are in dispute over how much of this 
prurient gossip made its way into the 
Kennedy dossier. One source said only 
the early incidents were recorded. 
Another claimed that Hoover kept a run­ 
ning account of Kennedy’s sexual adven­ 
tures. 
We spoke to two women whose names 
reportedly appeared in the Kennedy 
folder. Both said they were aware of FBI 
snooping into their romantic activities. 
One of them, a former airline hostess, 
told us that FBI agents questioned her 
friends persistently about her sexual in­ 
volvement with the Kennedys. 
We were also told about tapes and toll 
slips of telephone calls between Robert 
Kennedy and the late sex goddess 
Marilyn Monroe. A former FBI official 


said the actress first had an affair with 
President Kennedy but was later “pas­ 
sed on” to his brother. “It was weird,” 
said the ex-official. 
We have no reason to believe that the 
FBI tapped the Kennedy phones or 
bugged their bedrooms. More likely, the 
Marilyn Monroe eavesdropping, if it oc­ 
curred, was done by the late celebrated 
private detective Bernard Spindel. 
At one time, Spindel was retained by 
the late Teamsters boss Jimmy Hoffa to 
investigate the Kennedys. Spindel’s 
widow told us that he had spoken of taped 
telephone conversations between 
Marilyn Monroe and Robert Kennedy. 
Mrs. Spindel stressed, however, that she 
has never seen nor heard the alleged 
tapes. 
John F. Kennedy, like other post Presi­ 
dents, will be subjected to historical 
scrutiny. TTiis will include, inevitably, an 
analysis of his sexual behavior and any 
influence it may have had on his 
presidency. 
The comment of one Kennedy intimate 
may be worth quoting: “Jack regarded 
sex as good, clean fun. It never in­ 
terfered with his work. He had a 
remarkable capacity to shut the 
bedroom door behind him.” 
But more to the point is the late FBI 
director’s practice of keeping blackmail 
files on prominent politicians. Certainly 
Kennedy knew that Hoover had a file on 
him; intimates heard Kennedy speaknf 
it. 
Did the existence of this file influence 
Kennedy’s decisions? His first official 
act after he was sworn in as President 
was to phone J. Edgar Hoover and ask 
him to stay as head of the FBI. Those 
who overheard the conversation say 
Kennedy laid it on thick. 
Associates of the late President insist 
he wasn’t influenced by the threat of 
blackmail but by political considera­ 
tions. Yet clearly, gossip files should be 
banished from government.

When the State Department calls for 
“simultaneous withdrawal” of all out­ 
side forces from Angola, that means that 
Foggy Bottom and the Kremlin are play­ 
ing a game of “chicken,” an adolescent 
pastime that never leads to much good. 
When the news dispatches mention 
“mercenaries,” they are usually the bad 
guys — Russians, Cubans. When the 
news dispatches talk of “soldiers of for­ 
tune.” that means the good guys — 
Americans, South Africans. 
That very alliance of U.S.-backed 
forces with the most hated regime on the 
African continent is the principal in­ 
gredient for disaster, according to one 
man who should know, Sen. Dick Clark of 
Iowa, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations subcommittee on African af­ 
fairs. 
Clark is one of those young public ser­ 
vants who makes one wonder why people 
are so cynical about Congress. He is 
calm, thoughtful and concise and any 
conversation with him is pure oxygen 
compared to the public-relations pollu­ 
tants coming forth from the State 
Department and the White House. 
As to the basic question — raised by 
Ronald Reagan — of whether we should 
try to stare down the Russians in a con­ 
frontation, Clark replies: “The Soviets 
have funded liberation movements in 
Africa and have very little success there, 
unless we make them the heroes by 
aligning ourselves with South Africa. 
“South Africa is the one element, the 
one regime, that unites all the other 
African states against us. For us to stay 
with South Africa is certain disaster.” 
Clark charges that the U.S. and the 
white-minority government in South 
Africa are involved in “specific con­ 
tracts regarding Angola, arid regarding 
troop movements.” 
The senator sees vividly the Vietnam 
analogy that President Ford and 
Secretary Kissinger deny. “We seem to 
be in Angola as a question of machismo. 
If they act, we must react,” he says, ad­ 
ding that the solution of Vietnam, 


withdrawal, seems the formula for es­ 
caping disaster in Africa. 
“If we all ought to get out first in a 
’simultaneous withdrawal,’ then 
someone has to get out first. If we get out 
first, then historically, the Africans will 
show that the Russians have little to 
gain... There are no more 'wars of 
national liberation’ for the Russians to 
fund anymore. The Portuguese colonies 
are the last ones and we ought to leave 
the field to the Soviets. As chairman 
Sparkman of our committee says, ‘Let it 
be their Vietnam.”’ 
Clark’s message — on which he hopes 
to expand in hearings with Kissinger and 
others later this month — is one of 
restraint. “Why should we risk detente 
on a tribal war?,” he asks. 


The most intent listener to Clark’s 
message should be Reagan, who’s having 
fun in New Hampshire describing 
detente as “a one-way street.” The 
former California governor — never Wil­ 
ing himself as a foreign-affairs expert — 
has been saying of Angola and other is­ 
sues involving the Soviets: “I think it’s 
time for us to straighten up and eye-ball 
them.” 
That kind of talk sounds like Reagan’s 
fellow cowboy, Lyndon Johnson, talking 
about Vietnam. 


Fighting to save Saigon was bad 
enough. Are we now about to save the 
honor of Johannesburg?
